The Imperial Record Department is made to perform 
double function It is an archive as well as a Govern- 
ent office carrying out certain duties m connection with 
rent papers and records It is with the first aspect 
ly that this Handbook is concerned 
In their Resolution No 77-General, dated the 21st 
ovember 1919, the Government of India, m the Depart- 
ent of Education, constituted an Advisory Board, styled 
e Indian Historical Records Commission Paragraph 
of the Resolution required that each record office should 
imp lie a handbook descriptive of the general contents of 
record rooms and supplementary to the printed lists 
catalogues of the volumes and bundles they contained 
hup Handbook has been_prepared m pursuance of the 
olution referred to above and its object is tot -enable 
student of history to find out if the Imperial Record 
epartment is likely to contain materials for his parti- 
lar line of research When this information is avail- 
le one can proceed to consult the printed lists and set to 
ork with the various manuscript indexes themselves 
A research scholar may have to spend a good deal of 
me m futile search among the records of the various 
pertinents for want of information as to the branch m 
hich the subject he is interested m, was dealt jwith at 
particular period To obviate this difficulty an account 
narrative form, showing the growth of the Secretariats 
the Government of India and their various branches, 
s been included in the Handbook 

The original grouping of the records, under the depart- 
ents from which they emanated, has been preserved 
cording to what may be called the ‘ ‘ principle of origin 
o further assist research workers some notable events 
lling under each group of records have been suitably 
ticed 

The importance of these records need not be recapitu- 
ted here In the words of Sir Henry Yule “ these old 
cords are like the cauldrons at Camachos’ wedding, one 
s only to plunge m a ladle at random to scoop out some- 
mg valuable or curious.’’

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CHAPTER I 

East India Company and their recoids 

The London East India Company was incorporated under a 
charter granted by Queen Elizabeth on 31 December 1600, 
They weie granted the exclusive pnvilege of tiade na the East 
Indies The Company’s first step was to establish impoitant trade 
relations with the islands of the Eastern Archipelago and m 1603 
they established a factory at Bantam in the island of Java The 
first factory m India was established at Surat m 1612 as subordi- 
nate to Bantam Surat became independent, on the temporary 
abolition of Bantam m 1623 Bantam was re-established first 
as subordinate to Suiat and then as an independent Piesidency, 
m 1633 Agencies at other places m India were opened from time 
to time and were subordinated either to Surat or to Bantam The 
factory at Fort St George, which eventually became the seat of 
the Madras Presidency, was established m 1639 as a subordinate 
to Bantam. The earliest factories m the Bay were established 
at Hariharpur and Balasore in 1633 under Fort St George, but 
these were abandoned in 1642 The first factory m Bengal proper 
was established at Hooghly in 1651 In 1657 under a fresh 
charter gi anted by Cromwell, the eastern establishments of the 
Company weie re-organized under one President and Council at 
Suiat with four branches, viz , the Coromandel Coast (Foit St 
George), Bengal, Persia and Bantam, each under an Agent and 
Council In 1660-61 the Agency at Hooghly and the factories 
suboidmate to it were placed under the control of the Agent and 
Council at Foit St George In 1681 it was made inde- 
pendent of Fort St George, but was again placed under 

it in 1685 In 1686 the factory at Hooghly was removed 

to Sutanati In 1687 the chief seat of trade was transferred 
frpm Suraf to Bombay In 1690 the foundation of the city of 
Calcutta was laid and Bengal was made independent of Madias 
during the tenure of office of Job Charnock as Agent On his 
death m 1693 Bengal again revei ted to the “ quondam ” subordi- 
nation to Fort St George In 1700 Bengal was constituted a 
Presidency and Sir Charles Eyre assumed charge as President and 
Governor on 26 May of that year From that date it has 
been independent of Madras except foi a short period duung 
1704r-5 Bombay, Fort St George and Calcutta thus became the 
head-quarters of the President or Governor of the Bombay, Madras 
and Bengal Presidencies respectively, each having a number of 
subordinate factories under it They earned on their business 
m direct correspondence with the Court of Directors m London, 
This airangement continued practically up to the passing of the 
Begulatmg Act m 1773 This period of the Company’s transac- 
tions m the East is known as the Factoiy peiiod. 
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Of tlie lecords of this period those relating to Bantam (Java) 
me available only m the India Office, a list of these will he found 
.on page 35 of the India Office List of Factory Records The 
Bombay and Madias factoiy lecoids are mailable in the Bombay 
and Madias Record Rooms ns well as m the India Office A com- 
plete list of these records will be found m the Ilandhool of the 
Bombay Government Records and the Ilandhool to the Madras 
Records The eaily Bengal iccoidb aie unfoi (unatelv not avail- 
able either m the archives of the Government of India or the 
Government of Bengal It is difficult to account for their total 
disappearance, but it is believed that They weie destroyed partly 
by the cyclone and flood of 1737 and partly during the sack of 
Calcutta by Siraj-ud-Daulah m 1756 They are, howevei, avail- 
able in the India Office and a list of them will be found m 
Foster’s Guide to tlie India Office Records Information about 
the tiansactions m Bengal may also be found among the Madras 
Records for the period during which Bengal supplied copies of 
their pioceedmgs to Madias as subordinate to the latter The 
lecords m the Impel ml Recoid Depaitment commence from the 
year 1748 There aie only some stray records of earlier dates, 
which have been shown under Miscellaneous Records of the Home 
and Foreign Departments and under Section III of the Persian 
Department (see pages 35, 40, 41, 43, 74, 78, 96, 103) 

Consideiable progiess has been made in the matter of rendering 
the contents of the early lecords m England and India, avail- 
able for public use, but much lemams to be done yet The follow-

CHAPTER II 


Q-rowtli of the Secretariats of the (3-overnment of 

India 

The official business of tbe Piesidency of Fort "William, in 
Bengal, winch 1 elated moie 01 less to liude and cognate subjeots 
m tbe eaily days, was disposed of by the Gmernor m Council 
and the records were called “ consultations ” and latci on “ pro- 
ceedings ”, etc Tins anangcment continued till the eaptuie of 
Calcutta l>y Snaj-ud-Djulnh m 1756 The disaster impiesscd upon 
the Governor and those members who had letired to Falta, the 
necessity of maintaining seciecy oier tiansactions of a political 
natuie and with this end m view they foimed a Secret Committee 
of four members which sat for the fiist time on 22 August 

1756 and continued its sittings at Falta till 10 December of 

that year In the meantime the impending war with France led 
the Court of Directois to appoint a Select Committee “ to tr, ana- 
act aftairs with the Country Government and Neighbouring 
Powers, also with ye French, Dutch and other Europeans, and 
m general to take such measures as shall best conduce to the 
Protection and Pi esci ration of the Company’s Estate, Bights and 
Piivilcges m Bengal ” ” M6st mvioluble setiec) ” was enjoined 

to be observed in all transactions of the Committee and all their 
proceedings, lesolutions and correspondence were directed to be 
kept separate fiom those of the ordinary business of the Council 
as a whole The Committee consisted of the Piesident of Fort 
"William for the tune being, the Commander-in-Chief when m 
Bengal and 3 senior members of the Council It replaced the 
Secret Committee and met for the first time on 21 February 

1757 and continued its sittings till 28 December 17G2, when its 
functions appear to have been merged m those of the Council m 
general In 17G3 a change was introduced and the business of 
the Council was divided into two departments, Public and Secret 
The Public Department continued to carry on all affairs relating 
to shipping, revenues, fortifications, accounts, appointments, etc , 
while woik m connection wnth military plans, the “ Country cor- 
respondence ” and all transactions with the “ Country Govern- 
ment ” was to he conducted by the Secret Department Both the 
'departments were under the charge of one Secretary hut the records 
of each department were kept separately The change was made 
on 8 December 1763 though it was oidered to take effect from 
1 January 17G4 On the appointment of Lord Clive as President 
and Govemoi, with command of the Company’s military forces m 
1765, the proceedings of the Secret Dep.utment were discontinued 
and a Select Committee of 5 members with “ Full powers to pursue 
whatevei means they shall judge most pioper to attain ” peace 
and tianquillity, was revived 'A distnbution of the woik between 
the Committee and the Council was made m 1766 and it was 
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ordered that “ whatever may in any way relate to the Company’s 
Political and Military aftaus and the collection of the revenues 
arising from the late Royal Giant of the Dewany, to treaties, 
negotiations, alliances, m a word whatever affects the Government, 
the Country poweis or the political and military interests of our 
HoU’ble Employers shall m future he conducted, managed and 
directed wholly by the Select Committee ” The Board commu- 
nicated their resolution to the Court of Directors in the following 
.terms — “ To avoid confusion and Delay m transacting the Multi- 
plicity of Affairs now dependent on this Presidency we have diawn 
a line whereby their distinct and respective provinces are marked 
•out and assigned to the Council and the Select Committee To 
-the former we have allotted the Disbursement of Money, the oider- 
ing or p rerun mg and dnectmg your investments, the managing 
of your Calcutta lands and Pergunnahs, the collecting the Rev- 
enue of Burdwan, Midnapore and Chittagong together with the 
•Current business of the Presidency, subordinate Factories and 
Aurangs with whatever may any way relate to the Trade and 
Navigation of India These were the proper objects of the atten- 
tion of your President and Council ” 

To the Select Committee is reserved the Power of making 
'Treaties, concluding Negotiations and contracting alliances, of 
ordering and directing everything relative to the Operations of 
War, the Defence of the Country and to Military Affairs, of 
.settling the Amount of the annual Revenues and collecting them in 
•Quality of Dewan for the Ring, of issuing orders to the Resident 
at the Durbar and corresponding with the Country Powers , m a 
word carrying on whatever business may affect the Government 
.or The Political and military Interest of our Hon’ble Employers 
with this further Reservation of the Powers delegated to the 
■Committee of interfering upon such occasions as they may judge 
necessary ” 

On 12 January 1768 the Court wrote again to the effect that 
they (the Select Committee) are to conduct everything that relates 
to the Country Government, either with respect to the Dewame 
or the Company’s political Interests with the Neighbouring Powers, 
together with the Military Operations depending thereon, they are 
to negotiate with the Soubah and the Country Powers but to con- 
clude no Treaty of Commerce or Alliance without the Approba- 
tion of the Council at large They are to Superintend the col- 
lection of the Revenues arising from Duanee but without ibe Power 
of disbursing them, nor do the Revenues arising from the Com- 
pany’s other possessions fall under then Jurisdiction, their general 
superintending Power ceased with the Abuses that gave rise to 
that Power with which they were entiusted and all other Branches 
of the Company’s Affairs fall under the General Dept 
fWe have m the foregoing paragiaph directed that the Military 
Operations shall be conducted undei the Orders of the Select Com- 
mittee but the Supreme Military , Power is vested m the Board at 
large confoimable to the usual practice 
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On 22 August 1768 the President (Mi, Harry Verelst) announced 
the receipt of an oidei, dated 16 March 1768, “ vesting m the 
Council the sole power of concluding treaties, the power over their 
Military and all disbursements of money ” and directing that “ on 
all such occasions where secrecy is requisite, the Board do form 
themselves into a Seciet Dept ” A Secret Department consist- 
ing of the full Board was accordingly reconstituted on that 
date and the usual oath of secrecy admimsteied to each member 

The Court again laid down the poweis of the Select Committee 
m their letter dated 12 January 1768 as follows , — “ Besides the 
foregoing Resolutions, it is our pleasure, that our Governor of 
Bengal, Commander-in-Chief for the time being and 3 senior Mem- 
beis of our Council be a Select Committee, with power to make regu- 
lations respecting Peace and War and negotiate with the Country 
Poweis, but not finally to conclude any Treaty, until the terms and 
conditions of such Treaty shall have been fixtet approved by our Gov- 
ernor and Council The Governor shall singly correspond with the 
Country Powers, but all Letteis before they shall be sent by him, 
must be communicated to the othei Members of the Select Com- 
mittee and receive their Approbation, and also all Letters what- 
ever, which may be received by the Governor m answer to, or m 
the course of his Correspondence shall likewise be laid before the 
said Select Committee for then Information and Consideration, and 
all their proceedings and correspondence must be regulaily entered 
in their consultations, and sent home m Duplicate ” The Com- 
mittee was dissolved m October 1774 and on their dissolution, all 
political matters were considered by the Board m the Secret 
Depaitment 

2 In addition to the major depaitments mentioned above, which 
came into being up to the year 1768, two other minor depart- 
ments were cieated with special functions allotted to each The 
first of these was the Secret and Separate Department It dealt 
with special questions as they aiose fiom time to time Tlio records 
of the depaitment are therefoie not continuous The earliest is 
dated 1761-62 and the latest 1811, m which yeai the depaitment 
was abolished The other was the Seciet Department of Inspec- 
tion It was created by a Resolution of the Select Committee 
dated 28 Febiuary 1766 with the object of inquiring into the state 
of the several departments and to “ establish effectual regulations 
for the futuie conduct of them and effectually to retrench any 
superfluous and unnecessary article of the expenses which appear 
to be greatly increased ” The title of the depaitment w T as changed 
to that of Secret Department of Reform from 22 March 1786 and 
it was also known ns the Board of Inspection The Board m this 
department did not meet regularly Prom the beginning of 1788 
the proceedings of the department were termed “ Seciet and 
Separate ” This title appears to have continued till 27 August 
3790 

3 Under orders contained m paragraph 96 of the letter from 
the Court of Directors dated 23 March 1770, a Committee of 
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absorbed m tbe Seciet and Military Depaitment created m 178G, 
mention about which will be made later. 

G Woik in the Secret Depaitment having largely mcreased on 
aceount of the war with Mysore and the “ Augmentation of the 
Army and the variety of Affairs incident to the Public attention 
and decision of this Board m a Growing Settlement ” having en- 
tailed an increase of business on the Public Department, it became 
difficult for the Secretary to bestow proper attention to his double 
duties The Board, therefore, resolved on 23 September 1783, to 
separate the two departments more completely by the appointment 
of a Secretary to each Mr William Bruere was, accordingly, 
appointed “ Secretary to the General or Public department ” aird 
Mr Edward Hay, “ Secietary to the Political or Secret Depart- 
ment ” The latter was allowed to remove the Secret records to 
his own house, with a view to avoiding the exposure of the papers 
to improper inspection The “ objects ” of each department were 
defined as follows — “ The Public Department takes cognizance 
of all Letters from the other Piesidencies, not of a Political Nature, 
and from China, of all matters which regard Commerce and ship- 
ping, of all private and Personal applications and of all transactipns 
with the Subordinate Offices of Government m their public Capa- 
cities and of a Public Nature The Secret Department properly 
comprizes all subjects of a Political' Nature, all the Correspondence 
with the Presidents and Select Committees at the other Presidencies, 
also with the Councils there on Political affairs, all the Correspond- 
ence with the Residents at Foreign Courts and at Benares, all 
Transactions with Foreign Nations and Powers and every Military 
Operation or Movement of Troops which is either ordered or under- 
taken ” Mr Hay took over charge of the Secret Department on 3 
December 1783 and at the first consultation of the Board m this 
department, after its sepaiation fiom the Public Department, which 
was held on 10 December 1783, it was ordered that proceedings of 
the Board in respect to foreign nations should be recorded m a 
separate department under the charge of the Secretary to the 
Secret Department, assisted by the Company’s servants m the 
Secret Office, and that the same be called the Foreign Department 

7 On receipt m May 1786 of a despatch from the Court of 
Directors, dated 21 September 1785, important changes were intro- 
duced both m the Civil and Military administration of the country 
The Court ordered that the government of the country be earned 
on by the Governor General m Council through the medium of 
4 Boards — 

1 The Board of Council 

2 A Military Board 

3 ’A Board of Revenue 

4 A Board of Trade 

The Military Board was to act as an expert advisory and 
inspecting Board to advise the Government m all military affairs, 
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the supreme military authority being vested m the Board of 
Council Lieutenant Isaac Humphrys urns appointed Secretary to 
the Military Board on 23 May 178(1 and the first consultation of 
the Board was held on 25 May The Board of Revenue was 
entrusted with the whole administration, settlement, collection and 
leceipt of every branch of Revenue, subject to the control of the 
Board of Council It was instituted on 1 June 1786 The duties 
of the Board of Trade were the same as the Board of that name 
which existed before 1786, but its constitution was changed The 
proceedings of this Board were ordered to be transmitted by the 
Supreme Council m a separate packet under the head of Com- 
mercial Department In the letter from the Court quoted above, 
they also directed the introduction of certain changes m the Com- 
pany’s Medical depaitments and m the conduct of their military 
hospitals and for this purpose gave instructions for the appointment 
of a Hospital Board, At a consultation of the Board m the Secret 
Department of Inspection held on 23 May 1786 it was (< ordered 
(haf the Hospital Board consisting of the Physician General, Chief 
Surgeon and Head Surgeon at Head Quarters do assemble without 
delay ” The Board met for the first time on 29 May and con- 
tinued to hold its meetings, as at first constituted, till 27 June 
1796 On receipt of fresh orders from the Court, the constitution 
and functions of the Hospital Board were changed from 24 June 
1796 and the designation was changed to Medical Board The new 
Board met for the first time on 30 June 1796 

8 During the same year important alterations were made m the 
Secret Depaitment From August 1784 work in connection with 
the Department of Reform “ commonly called Secret Depaitment of 
Inspection ” (para 2 above) was done m the Secret Department 
ana, m pursuance of a resolution dated 2 May 1786, Mr Hay, 
the Secretary, proposed on 31 May 1786 that the proceedings 
of the Seciet Office be divided into the following departments — 

“ (V) Secret and Political — To comprize all subjects of a Politi- 
. cal Nature, all correspondence with the Presidents and 
Councils at the other Presidencies on Political Subjects , 
all Correspondence with the Agents Or Residents at 
Foreign Courts, and at Benares, and every Military 
Operation or Movement of Troops which is either ordered 
or undertaken, also all Secret Plans and views of 
Foreign European Nations and Powers 

(n) Secret and Military Department — All personal applica- 
tions from persons m the Military Service whether m 
His Majesty’s or the Company’s Troops, all Military 
subjects not Matters of account nor of a Political 
Nature, all correspondence with the Presidents and 
Councils at the other Presidencies on such Subjects, 
Military Commissions, etc , e*c , etc 

(m) Secret and Foreign Department — All iran-aHirm s vnth 
Foreign European Nations and Power*., and all cor-

The title “ Seeiet ” appears to have disappeared from the 
various sections which had hiilierto used it and ‘ Secret and Poli- 
tical “ is to be found m the proceedings volumes fiom 31 May, 
1786 to 27 May 1789 and Political only fiom 3 June to 3 Decem- 
ber 1789 A fresh “Sonet” series begins fiom. 20 January 

1790 in addition to the 1 Political ‘ Foicign ’ and ‘ Military ’ 
.The Military Department continued to form a part of the Secret 
Office till 1 September 179S, when it was separated from the Secret 
and Political depaitments, and Lieut L Hook was appointed 
Sub-Secretary m that depaitment 

10 The next important change took place m the Revenue 
Department Hitherto the administration of Criminal and Civil 
•justice had been included in Revenue Consultations Early, m 
1791, they were split into two branches, one dealing with revenue, 
and the other with judicial matteis From May 1793, as a result' 
of the reforms introduced by Loid Cornwallis, all pioceedings 
regarding the administration of Cml and Criminal justice began 
to be recorded in a separate Judicial senes oi, m other words, a 
Judicial Department came into being In spite of the separation 
of Judicial matteis fiom the Revenue Department, it continued 
to be haid-worked and to nfiord fuithei relief to it, business con- 
nected with the revenues derived fiom salt, sayer, etc , was also 
separated from it In January 1791 a separate series of consulta- 
tions on salt, saver, opium and customs was started and these were 
maintained in the Revenue Department till 1793 During that year 
the control of salt, opium and customs was transfer! ed from the 
Board of Revenue to the Board of Trade on 22 February, 29 March 
and 9 August respectively The Boaid of Trade being subordinate to 
the Public Depaitment, consultations on these subjects were recoid- 
ed as different senes of the Public Department The Revenue 
Department continued, however, to recoid its proceedings with' 
regard to * sayer ’ in a sepaiate series to July 1805 It also record- 
ed sepai ate proceedings foi ‘ wards ‘ gram - and ‘ mint ’ during 
the penod 1794-1805 From 1805 all the Revenue consultations, 
except of course, salt, opium and customs, were again combined in 
one senes On 16 Oetobei 1795 the consultations on salt, opium 
and customs were combined m one series called the Public Depart- 
ment (Separate) series The records m this senes [run tip to 
November 1815, but customs is excluded from it from May 1810 as 
business connected with it was transferred to the control of the 
Board of Revenue again and thereby to the Revenue Department of 
the Supreme Government Further changes m this series have 
been noticed later 

11 All matters and business lelative to the Courts of Quarters 
Sessions and the coirespondence with the Justices were ongmallyj 
recorded m the Public Department as part of Public Consultations. 
'In 1794, on the representation of the Board, the Court approved 
of their being recorded as a sepaiate set of consultations m the 

n 
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■Public Department, to be knows as ‘ Law ’ Consultations There 
are, however, m the Imperial Record Department a volume of Law 
Proceedings for 1781 and some stray Law Consultations of 1777 
and 1780 but the India Office possesses Law Consultations from 
1777 The other volumes in the senes commence from 1796 and 
run up to 1830 In 1795 a Marine Board was also established but 
this did not affect the arrangement by which the transactions of 
the Governor General in Council on marine subjects yere recorded 
nn the Public Consultations 

12 The departments of the Supreme Government were now 
grouped under 4 Sub-Secretanes as follows — 

(1) Public (including Commercial) 

(2) Secret, Political and Foreign 

(3) Revenue, Judicial 

(4) Military 

On 29 October 1799 the “ Sub-Secretaries ” were replaced by 
‘ Secretaries ’ for their respective departments, with increased 
responsibilities and the former * Secretary ’ was made * Chief Secre- 
tary ’ with the same general control as before, but with less respon- 
sibility for details The pay of all except the Secretary in the 
■Militarj' Department was akb increased. 

13 After the consolidation of the Company’s power m India, 
the question of imparting requisite education to the young civilians 
who came out to India m the Company’s employment to equip 
them for the task of governing the country was seriously taken up 
'Accordingly m 1800 Lord Wellesley wrote his famous minute 
urging upon the Court of Directors the necessity of establishing 
a. college at Port William The Court accepted the scheme ana 
"the college was opened on 24 November 1800 when lectures weie 
delivered in Arabic, Persian and Hindustani The first examina- 
tion of the college was held m 1801 and it was about this time that 
a new post of Peisian Secretary to Government was created to le- 
place that of the Persian Translator Neil Benjamin Edmonstone 
was the first Persian Secretary appointed under the Resolution of 
the Political Department dated 23 July 1801 He was the Persian 
Translator to Government m 1794 and at this time Secietary m 
the Secret, Political and Foreign Depaitment The Peisian Secie- 
tarv earned on correspondence with foreign Oriental Potentates, 
Political Residents and Agents and the General Committee of Pub- 
lic Instruction He also issued passpoits and accompanied the 
Governor General in his tours, with the Mir Mmmhi of his 
department. 

14 The addition of the provinces ceded by tbe Nawab of Oudb 
in 1S01 to Bengal necessitated some changes m tbe administration 
in 1803 A special depaitment known as tbe Revenue Depart- 
ment of tlie Ceded Provinces was estabisbed at Calcutta to deal 
with malleis relating to justice and revenue, while correspondence 
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17 An Ecclesiastical Department was created on 1 November 
1815 consequent on the appointment of a Bishop of Calcutta by 
Letters Patent of 2 May 1814 It formed a blanch of the Public 
department All correspondence on Ecclesiastical matters previous 
to this date was dealt with m the Public and the Military proceed- 
ings This is due to the fact that m those days all the cleigy were 
held mainly to be Military chaplains, those attached to the churches 
in Calcutta being under the control of the Governor General and 
those m other quarters receiving their orders immediately from the 
Commandei-m-Chief By the cieation of the Bishopnc the Mili- 
tary Department was relieved from all conespondence relative to 
the clerical establishment of the Bengal Presidency 

18 In May 1816 a Clothing Boaid was constituted to conduct 
all business connected with the clothing and half-mounting of the 
Army In 1817 the constitution of the Board was revised and it 
was ordered that all General Officers of the Hon’ble Company’s 
service m the ranh of Colonels resorting to the Piesidency should 
he considered as Members of the Boaid The proceedings of the 
JBoard run from May 1816 to June 1850 

19 In 1818 the superintendence of the Surveyor-General’s De- 
partment was transferred from the Military Secretary to the Secre- 
tary m the Public Department The charge of the Foreign Depart- 
ment was also transferred to the latter On 6 June of that year 
the name of the Public Department was changed to General Depart- 
ment and the official m charge was designated “ Secretary to 
Government in the General, Foreign and Commercial Depart- 
ments 

20 In 1819 the Board of Customs, Salt and Opium was created 
On its creation, ‘ salt ’ and ‘ opium ’ were transferred to it by the 
Board of Trade, and ‘ customs ’ by the Board of Revenue The 
transfer of * customs ’ to the new Board should have resulted m 
a conesponding transfer of the subject to ‘ Territorial Sepaiate ’ 
series but this did not actually take place till 1 June 1821 In 1822 
fuither changes weic made, the functions and jurisdictions of the 
several Boards were revised, the Board of Revenue, Calcutta, became 
the Board of Revenue, Lower Pi evinces, the Board of Commis- 
sioners, Ceded and Conquered Provinces, the Board of Revenue, 
Western Provinces, and the Board of Commissioneis, Bihar and 
Benares, the Boaid of Revenue, Central Provinces In July 1826 
the geneial conti ol of customs was taken from the Revenue Boaids 
in the Central and Western Provinces and tiansferred to the Boaid 
of Customs, Salt and Opium at Calcutta 

21 In 1828, m view of the increased woik of the Temtorial 
Secretary, business relating to ‘ salt ’, ‘ opium ’ and ‘ customs ’, 
comprising the ‘ Territorial Separate ’ series, and also the col- 
lection of stamp duties, was transferred from the Terntonal to the 
Geneiel Depaitment of the Supreme Government and the consulta- 
tions on ‘ stamps were recorded with * salt ‘ opium ’ and 
‘ customs ’ Under ordcis of the Piesident m Council m the Tei- 



ritorial Depai tment dated 26 February 1829, the general superin- 
tendence ot tbe levenues derived flora ‘ abkan 5 was transferred 
fiom tbe contiol of tbe Boaid of Revenue,, Lower Piovmces, to 
that of tbe Boaid of Customs, Salt and Opium This transfer 
resulted m tbe inclusion of tbe proceedings on * abkari ’ m tbe 
Separate senes of tbe Geneial Depai tment On 1 Maich of tbe 
same yeai tbe Boaids of Revenue, Western and Central Provinces, 
weie abolished and tbe teintoiy under tbe direct administration of 
tbe Governor Geneial was split up into 20 divisions and each 
placed under a Commissioner of Revenue and Cncuit and they were 
subordinate to tbe Board of Revenue at Calcutta, now called tbe 
Sadr Board of Revenue Tbe general superintendence of revenues 
derived fiom ‘ customs,’ ‘ abkan ’ and ‘ stamps ’ was, however, 
placed m direct charge of tbe Commissioners and they were sub- 
jected to tbe authonty of tbe Boaid of Customs, Salt and Opium 
m these branches In 1831 a deputation of one or two members 
of tbe Boaid of Revenue at Calcutta was stationed at Allahabad for 
tbe efficient administration of revenue matters in tbe Western Pro- 
vinces This anangement finally developed into tbe establishment 
in 1833 of a permanent Boaid at Allahabad called tbe Sadr Board 
of Revenue, Allahabad On its creation tbe Board of Customs, 
Salt and Opium ceased to exercise its powei of contiol m respect 
of ‘ customs ’, etc within the divisions placed undei tbe revenue 
admimstiation of tbe Sadi Boaid of Revenue, Allahabad 

22 On ] May 1828 a separate set of proceedings m tbe Terri- 
torial Depai tment designated ‘ Miscellaneous Revenue ’ was started 
to deal with matters of nrigation, loads, bridges, various small 1 
imposts, pensions, wards, etc 

23 At tbe close of 1830, on tbe retirement of Mr Holt 
Mackenzie, tbe Territorial Department was abolished, its compo- 
nent parts becoming ‘ Revenue ‘ Financial ’ and ‘ Separate * 
Departments simply Revenue was again placed under tbe charge 
of tbe Judicial Secietaiy, and Financial and Separate were trans- 
ferred to tbe charge of tbe General Secretary During the same 
year the office of tbe Peisian Secretary was abolished and m pur- 
suance of a resolution passed m tbe Political Department on 27 
August 1830 tbe Persian Depai tment was merged in the Foreign 
Department as one of its sections Two years later tbe Vernacular 
was substituted for Persian as tbe official language of tbe Law, 
Courts and m 1854 tbe Foit William College was closed

to the Govemment of India, so was the Sonet Department The 
duty of legislation being reseived to the Supieme Goiernment, 
the Bengal Law Consultations likewise ceased to exist Separate 
pioceedmgs foi the remaining depnitments, were stalled imme- 
diately and they weie giouped under two Seci et arms Mi IT T 
Pnnsep was placed m chaige of the Geneial, Foreign and Finan- 
cial Departments and Mr William Macnaghten, the Seciet, Politi- 
cal, Revenue and Judicial Depnitments 

2(» By a lesolution of the Boaid dated 20 January 1835 the 
Law Dopaitment including all correspondence with, and maiteis 
i elating to, the Law Commission, was made a branch of the Judi- 
cial Secietary’s office which dealt with the “ drafts of Laws and 
promulgation of legal enactments when resolved upon ”, to be hence- 
forth designated the Legislative Department The Judicial Secre- 
tary and his deputy continued as the ex-ojficio Secretary and Deputy 
Seciet ary to Government in the Legislative Department The 
separate proceedings of the Legislative Department begin from G 
July 1835 

27 Under oiders fiom the Court of Directors dated 13 February 
1838 a sepai ate India Manne Board was started from May of that 
yeai This Board was abolished on 12 August 1843, and Marine 
sub]ects continued to be dealt with m the Home Department 

28 On 29 April 1843 the Governor General m Council decided 
to separate completely the Secretariat of the Government of India 
from that of Bengal The former Goiernment had already 
(January 1843) appointed a distinct Secietary for its Financial 
Department, and on 1 May 1843 the other departments were also 
sepaiated The Political, Foreign and Secret branches were placed 
under another Secretary and the department was called the Foreign 
Department of the Government of India and the lemammg branches, 
viz , Revenue, Sepai ate Revenue, General, Marine, Judicial, Legis- 
lative and Ecclesiastical undei a thud Secretary, the department 
being called the Home Department of the Govemment of India 
No change was made m the arrangements regarding the Military 
Department By the assumption during the same year of the 
'direct administration of “ The Saugor and Neibudda Territories ” 
by the Governor General, sepaiate series of ‘ Judicial ‘ Revenue ’ 
and £ Separate Revenue ’ proceedings, for business relating to those 
parts (including also Bundelkhand), weie started These ceased in 
1852 and m 1853 “ the Saugoi and Nerbudda Territories ” were 
transferred to the charge of the Government of the North-Western 
Provinces 

29 By the passing of the India Act of 1853 on 1 May 1854, 
Bengal was placed m charge of a Lieutenant Governor and certain 
changes were made in the ndnunistiation of Government business 
A Legislative Membei of the Council was cieated The Legis- 
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lativo bianch of the Home Department was abolished and all legis- 
lative functions were vested m the Council of India, as constituted 
by section 22 of the above Act On 1 May 1855 the Military Board 
was dissolved and on 18 January 1858 the Medical Boards at the 
3 Piesidencies were also abolished and their functions were placed 
in charge of an ofncei at each Presidency, who was designated tlin 
Dnector-General of Medical Departments 

30 Hitheito the Government of India had been chiefly gtnded by 
the advice of the Military Board in considering various projects of 
public vorks that came before them On the abolition of the Board, 
they felt that the organisation of the department of Public Works 
uuder the local Governments would be incomplete unless the 
Supieme Government weie provided with 6ome peimanent and 
highly qualified agency by which they might be enabled to exercise 
ihe universal control confided to them over public works m India, 
“ with the weight of scientific knowledge, with authority and 
svsteru r> With the sanction of the Court of Directors a distinct 
department of the Government of India was, therefore, constituted 
m 1855 “ for the due supervision and control of business relating to 
public works ” and was placed in charge of the Home Member 
Questions i elating to lailways were also dealt with in the Public 
Works Depaitment 

31 After the creation of the three Universities of Calcutta, 
Madras and Bombay m 1857, a separate senes of proceedings on 
‘ Education ’ which was hitherto dealt with m the Public or General 
branch of the Home Department, was started It would interest 
readers to know m this connection that the Supreme Government 
interested themselves in matteis relating to education as early as 
1781, when the Calcutta Madiasah was established by Wairen 
Hastings At that time business connected with education was 
dealt with m the Public Department, and from 1783 to 1815 m the 
Revenue Department of the Supreme Government From 1815 to 
1823 the subject was dealt with m the Territorial Department and 
fioin 1823 to 1829 in the Political Department to which the Persian 
Secretary was suboidinate On the abolition of the appointment 
of Persian Secretary all educational matters were dealt with m the 
General Department from 1830 till the creation of the Home 
Department m 1843 

32 By the passing of the Government of India Act, 1858 (Act 
21 and 22 Vic cap cvi, dated 2 August) the control of the Govern- 
ment of India was transferred from the Company to the Crown 
The office of the Secretary of State for India was created to whom 
weie tiansfened the powers formerly exercised by the Court of 
Dnectors or by the Board of Control The Secretary of State was 
assisted by a Council of 15 members called ‘ Council of India ’ 
and the Council of the Governor General was styled “ The Council 
of the Governor General of India ” It is not within the scope of 
this chapter to trace the furthei developments m the Secretariats 
etf the Government of India subsequent to 1858 



03 The records of the Government of Bengal, which was next 
the Supreme Government, and finally developed into the Govern- 
ment of India of to-day, and of the several Boards and Offices sub-

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CHAPTER III. 

System of record-keeping 

The term records as used here denotes the lecords of the business 
tinnsacted by the East India Company The Government of India 
of to-day, as explained m the preceding chapter, was, prior to the 
passing of the Charter Act of 1833, the Government of Fort William 
m Bengal, which m its turn, evolved from a few settlements origin- 
ally known as the English Factories in Bengal 

2 From the similarity m the description of the records of the 
Bengal and Madras Factones in Sir William Fostei’s Guide to the 
India Office Records, it appears that the mode of government and the 
system of record-keeping in Bengal in the early days were similar 
to those at Madras This seems quite likely as the Bengal Factories 
emanated from Madras and their agents or chiefs were first recruited 
from the Madras factors 

3 In earlv days the business of a factory related only to trade 
and cognate subjects It was disposed of in a Council of which the 
Chief or Governor was the President and the senior factors were 
members The numbei of members varied from time to time till it 
was fixed at four, including the Governor General, by the Regulat- 
ing Act of 1773 The matters for disposal weie discussed m council 
and orders were passed on them These matters, m brief, together 
with the orders passed on them, were subsequently entered in a book 
by the Secretary to the Council It was customary to include m 
it records of important or uncommon events at a factory also, but 
these matters weie eliminated later This book m its earlier stage 
was called the Diary and Consultation Book and later, the Consul- 
tation Book In addition to this book, two other books were main- 
tained , in one was copied the letters received and in the other the 
letters issued by the factoiy These three books contained the com- 
plete records of a factory In addition to the above there were the 
Letters to and from the Court of Directors m England, bound m 
separate volumes The letters to Court contained summaries of 
transactions m India and the letters from Court contained generally 
the criticisms of the Directors on the doings of the factories and also 
instructions for future guidance 

4 With the growth of business it became necessary to make 
slight changes m the system of record-keeping The registers of 
letters received and issued were abolished The documents consi- 
dered m council, together with the orders passed on them were 
entered m full m the Consultation Book The procedure may be 
briefly stated thus The documents to be considered at a meeting 
of the Council were placed before it by the Secretary At the end 
of the meeting he prepared the minutes of the proceedings In 
these minutes the list of papeis and the orders, resolutions, etc , 
recorded on them sometimes m full, were entered m the order in 
which the papers had been considered in Council, and numbered 



serially A separate senes of numbers was used for each day’s 
meeting These minutes are known as JBody Sheets Subsequently 
the full account of the proceedings of the meeting was entered in. 
a book The order of entry was the same as in the Body Sheets, 
except that the documents u ere copied out m full This book con- 
taining the proceedings of a day’s meeting was placed before the 
Council at its next meeting for approval and signature of the mem- 
bers These books or volumes which were originally termed Con- 
sultation Boohs came to be known as Proceedings Volumes, and the 
original documents, from which copies were made, were called the 
Original Consultations The original consultations were then 
made up into bundles of convenient sizes, placed between wooden 
boards and kept separately — a label being fixed on each bundle 
showing the period covered by it It may be mentioned here 
that m some instances enclosures to documents were not copied 
into the proceedings volumes through oversight but were retained 
with the original consultations Tne word Consultation dropped 
out of use m 1860 and was replaced by “ Proceedings ” 

5 With the growing power of the East India Company, the 
volume of work increased and subjects other than trade ana com- 
merce had to be dealt with by it Such being the case, it became 
necessary, for facility of work, to divide the business of the Com- 
pany into sub-heads, such as, Public, Revenue, Secret, Political, 
Military, Commercial, Judicial, and so on With the creation of 
each such department, separate proceedings on it were started. 
The introduction of new senes of records as time went on did not, 
however, affect m any way the general principle or system of record- 
keeping The same division of subject was made m the Letters to 
and from Court, so m course of time we get Revenue, Secret, Politi- 
cal, etc , letters to and from Court To render the contents of the 
records accessible, indexes were prepared Unlike modern indexes, 
they contain abstracts of documents and are arranged alphabetically 
under some broad heads These Indexes were bound separately. 
The only other term of any importance which requires elucidation 
is the Order Booh This is a book or volume containing copies of 
letters ordinarily of a routine nature which were not formally 
brought before the Council, and which issued over the signature 
of the Secretary 

6 In conclusion it may be stated that the principal Company 
records of Government are the Proceedings Volumes, the Original 
Consultations and the Letters to and from Court The others are of 
a subsidiary nature 
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CHAPTER IV 

Hints on the mode of conducting searches among the 

records 

The Impel lal Record Department affords every facility to those 
vho wish to use the lecoids for research and desire to consult them 
peisonally Application foi peimission to examine the lecords of 
the Government ot India should be addressed to the Keeper of the 
Records (3 Government Place, West, Calcutta), stating the office, 
profession, titles or other qualifications of the applicant and the 
object with which he wishes to examine them Inspection is allowed 
only in the Record Office itself hut permission must again be ob- 
tained to take copies or extracts or to make use of the information 
gained from the records When works are published based on such 
records one copy of every such publication is to be deposited m the 
Recoid Department 

2 It is often not an easy matter to trace documents with the 
help of manuscript indexes, especially when the date of the event 
about which information is sought cannot be specified In such 
cases it is safest to begin with the latest indexes to the records of 
the department which deals with the subject and to work back- 
wards As these indexes are seldom exhaustive it may sometimes 
be necessary to examine also the Proceedings Volumes, the General 
Letters to and from the Court of Directors, the Miscellaneous 
records, the Press-Lists, the Dianes of receipts and issues and 
printed reports or books, if any, bearing on the subject 

3 In cases m which a personal examination of the records is not 
wanted the Keeper of the Records will, if possible, arrange for the 
search by the staff of the Imperial Record Department on the appli- 
cant depositing Rs 10 and undertaking to pay for each day or part 
of a day that the search lasts, a day’s pay of the staff employed on 
the work

The Council for the management of The United East India Com-' 
panv’s affairs m Bengal appeal to hare started thesr first ^ne- of 
consultations m 1704 No department had then come into evs- 
tenee and the eon-uPations did no*- of course hear any heading 
Owing to the political emeigeco a Secret (aPerwarffi known as 
Select) Committee wa* formed m 1750 rrom among-t the members 
of the Government to conduct diplomatic and military transactions 
It was dissolved in 17G2 and on revival continued from 17G-5 to 
1774 The proceedings of this body form a part of the records of 
the Foreign Department Meanwhile, in 17G3 the development 
of the Companv’s concerns nece-*uated the distribution of their 
official vrork between two departments, which were styled Public 
and Secret. The former ra- chaiged with all bu=tnes; relating to 
shipping, revenues, foitihcat.on*, account*, appointment of 
t servants etc ar.d continued the original senes of consultations 
under the new departmental name As ^iroe went on several other 
departments or blanches were created either to afford relief to the 
Public Department or to put the work on a systematic basis The 
Tiarnp of the Public Department was chansed to General Depart- 
ment in Tune 181S and remained so until May 1843, ’"ten. it 
became the General Branch of the Home Department After being 
styled for a short time as Home Branch, the denomination 
“Public'’ was restored m April 1847 Excluding the Public 
Branch, nearly &11 the hr scenes ir the secretariat of the Govern- 
ment of India during the Company period indicate more or less 
by their appellation- ■’'hut heads of bcsinc-s came withm their 
jurisdiction Tor all cAker mstteis the Public Branch was 
generally ic=pon=ible The folio — mg ronsithute the existing' 
records of this series, some otheis which were at different times 
transferred to "oumrer department- are sho—n under those 
departments AH oap-r- relating to the admmistraffion of the 
Indian Copvngrt Ao ill or iSAT) trim 1S-5S onwards are now m 
the direct custody of the D=pa:~ment or Industries and Labour. 
The records go hack to 174-5 only as very nearly the whole of 
the Company = archives w&rs destroyed at the tine ox the capture 
of Calcutta by Siraj-ud-Daulah in 175G. A duplicate of the

1834-58 and 1859-98 (2 volumes) Tbe Imperial Record Depart- 
ment bas published a press-list of tbe Public lecoids down to tbe 
;year 1800 m 20 volumes, with a cumulative index m one volume 

For research on any particular subject tbe student bas already 
been advised to consult the indexes which /Will show all tbe papers 
wanted. He might also, if necessary, refer to tbe Press-Lists 
and tbe consolidated Index to these lists which will enable him 
without much effort to know tbe papers which contain the informa- 
tion For instance, if a student wishes to write an economic history 
of India for the peiiod between 1748 to 1800 all that is required 
is to consult the Index under the heads “ Investments ”, “ Coinage 
•and Currency ” and “ Hint ” It is obviously impossible, in view 
of the very large quantity of lecords m this office, to give m the 
Handbook even a brief indication of the contents of each paper. 
Hut to enable the student to have a general idea of the nature of 
contents of the records m the vanous departments a list of some

The Select (Seciet) Committee, 17'5G-G2, 1765-74 

Tlie situation cieated upon tlie capture of Calcutta by Stinj- 
ud-Daulah in June 175G made it essential for the Governor and 
Council m Bengal to maintain seciecv with legal d to what might 
lie descnbed as their political and military affairs They acoDid- 
mgly appointed fiom amongst themselves a Secret Committee to 
tinnsact this pait of their business The Committee assumed its 
functions on 22 August and continued till 10 Decembei 175G; 
theieaftei it was leplaced by a Select Committee which the Court 
of Directors had decided to appoint on almost similar lines and 
practically for the same purpose The latter body held office till 
the end of 17G2, when the Governor and Council evidently le- 
sumed charge of the special duties that were allotted to it In 
May 1765 a Select Committee was constituted ogam with absolute 
jurisdiction ovei all military and political concerns, but it was 
subordinated to the Council ns a whole m August 17G8 The 
Committee was dissolved in October 1774 when the leformed Gov- 
ernment came into being

The Company’s political and diplomatic transactions with 
Indian powers, land owners and other notables were conducted in 
Persian So were also tbe correspondence with foreign oriental 
potentates- These take, a definite shape after the victory of the 
English over Siraj-ud-Daulah at Plnssey m 1757, that event at 
once giving them a political status in the country The part of 
the secretariat where this class of work used to he done was 
known as the Persian Department Up to ISO! the officer m 
charge was designated Persian Translator, and thereafter Persian 
Secretary He had a number of Euiopean and Indian assistants 7 
the chief among the latter was called Mir Mvnsln In I860 the 
post of Persian Secretary was abolished and his establishment

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became a branch of the Political Depaitment under the name of 
the Peisian Office It has since then been m charge of an Attache

The majority of the Peisian letters are written m the Shikastah

Till 1S95 the Presulencj arm-\ system obtained in India , i e , 
three sepaiate armies Mere maintained foi the llnee Presidencies 
of Bengal, Bombay and Madras The Bengal aimv Mas nndei the 
Goiernment of India, the othei <mo mcic dnceth nndei the lespect-

PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT, 1850-59 

'The first attempt to place the superintendence of the public 
■works in India on a systematic basis may be traced to the creation 
■of the Board of Oidnance m 1775 and of its successor, the Military 
Board, m 178G Prior to these events, the Public Branch of the 
Home Department was, m the mam, responsible for this part of 
the administration From about the year 1850 the business con- 
nected with civil buildings, roads and irrigation, as distinguished 
from the military woiks, was again conducted m that branch and 
nlso m the Foreign Department, according as the territories within 
the junsdietion of the two departments were concerned The 
Public Works Department came into existence on 9 February 
1855 and took ovei the aforesaid civil functions as well as those 
pertaining to railways, which had been instituted in the Home 
Department towaids the middle of the nineteenth century It com- 
pletely leplaced the Military Board fiom 1 May 1855 Applied 
to the recoids noticed m this section, the expression public 
woiks includes not only the four subject-heads mentioned above, 
viz., buildings, roads, irrigation and railways, but also two others 
known as post office and electric telegraph The post office is a 
very old subject, the heading electric telegraph is practically con- 
temporaneous in origin with “ railways ” Both of them were at 
fiist dealt with m the Home Department (Up to 1856 they came 
withm the purview of the Public Branch and were thereafter 
tieated as independent heads In both cases, the correspondence 
with the Court of Directors, however, constitute separate series 
from earlier dates ) There were several changes m respect of the 
administrative control of these heads and they were last entrusted to 
the Public Works Department, which now forms a branch of the 
Department of Industries and Labour The proceedings dealing 
with buildings, roads, and irrigation fall under a number of branches 
so as to denote clearly the realm of the general administration to 
which particular works were allied, e g , canals of irrigation and 
other works connected with the revenue administration belonged to 
the Revenue Branch, jails to the Judicial, roads and bridges to the 
Public oi General, churches to the Ecclesiastical Similarly other 
blanches weie named Agucultuial, Communications, Industrial, 
Militarv, Municipal, Naval or Marine 1 , etc The following are

Legislative Department propel, J 777-1859 

The law concerns of the East India Company originally used 
to be dealt with in the Public Pepaitment 1 Later on, as disputes 
began to arise m connection with settlement and land levemie 
the Revenue Department 1 shaied these lesponsihilities to a 
certain extent The admimstiation of civil and cnminal Justice

ceedings only to be evohed m Tuly following as a fresh series staled 
Legislative Tins blanch of business was then entrusted to anew 
office called the Legislative Depaifment, it was an adjunct to the 
Judicial Department Like several otheis, the Legislative Depart- 
ment became a blanch of the Home Department in 1843 It was 
abolished on 20 Hay 1S54, when its duties were taken ovei 
In the Legislative Council of the Governor Geneial constituted 
under the Charter Act of 1853 which met foi the first time on 
that date Appaienth the Legislative Council possessed its usual

national and all other laws, while the other devoted itself chiefly to 
the details of internal administration Besides interpretation of 
laws and purely legal concerns, the following items of work came 
within the purview of the Law or Legislative Department at one 
time or other, viz , movements and lesidence of Euiopeans, Anglo- 
Indians and natives, grant of passports, control of free mariners, free 
inei chants and indigo planters, disposal of European vagrants, 
exemptions from the habilil}’ to serve as jurors, management of 
buildings for transaction of judicial and law business, purchase 
and sale of Government houses and lands, immigration of Indians 
to vanous British colonies, transportation of convicts to different 
eastern settlements and receiving convicts from them info India, 
municipalities, roads and drainage, police, jails, railways, leave and 
pensions, etc , of subordinate officers The records of these depart- 
ments abound with the opinions of Local Governments on proposed 
legislations, the Advocate General’s opinions on important questions 
of law and judicial and legal accounts They also show that 
during the Company’s rule Europeans could not reside in India 
or in any part of India without the authority of the Court of 
Directors and of the Local Government respectively and that no 
license was to be granted to natural-born British subjects for 
residence in India after the 22nd April ]8°A Further particulars 
on this point may be gathered from the specimens of subject 
matter given under the different items m the following list of 
records The Board’s consultations m the departments under 
renew were apparently not held very regularly

The Commission was appointed by the Goveinoi Geneial m 
accoi dance with the pioaisious of the Cliaiter Act of 1833 and 
-was subordinate to the Legislative Depailment Its duties weie 
to enqnne mto the jurisdiction, poweis and rules of the existing 
couits of justice and police establishments m the Indian territories 
nnd all existing foims of judicial pioieduie and into the natuie 
and operation of all laws whether eml or criminal, written or 
customary, pievnilmg and in foice m any pait of India, to wlimh 
the subjects of the Company were then amenable It bad to 
report the result of its investigations to the Governor Genenl m 
Council and to suggest desirable alterations m the cuirent forms 
of piactiee, piocedure and laws The lepoifs were submitted to 
Pai Lament The Comnnssioneis commenced their labours m 1835 
nnd besides dinftmg the Indian Penal Code, laid tlie basis for the 
Codes of Cinl and Criminal Pioceduie and several other codes and 
Jaw*. Lord Macaulay, ilie fiist Law Membei of tlie Governor 
Genei.ll s Council (Nov 1831 — Jan 1838), wo* ci< well tlie Hr^t 
President of this bodv and took a most prominent part for the 
furtherance of its object After bis return to England the 
Cotnmiscion stcadilv declined in its activity and b\ the yeai 1819 
it was pla< tically defunct 
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Two similar commissions weie convened m England dining tile 
period 1854-70 The first of them secured the enactment of the 
three principal codes mentioned above , the other accomplished 
the drafting of a number of useful meaynes Since then the work 
of prepaimg and codifying bills has been done almost entnely m 
India under the auspices of the Legislative Department.

1 The Recoid Office is open daily (excepting Sundays, the 
Christmas and Easter holidays, the October Pujahs and certain 
othei festivals and holidays),' the hours of admission being 10-30 
a k — 4-30 i* m , on Saturdays 10-30 a m — 2 n m 

2 Pei sons wishing to examine the records of the Government 
of India should apply m writing to the Keeper of the Records (3 
Goa ernnient Place, West, Calcutta), stating their office, profession, 
titles or other qualifications, and the object with which they wish to 
examine them 

3 All applications should be disposed of by the Keeper of the 
Records in accoi dance with the rules drawn up from time to time 
by the Deportments to which the records belong In the case of 
lecords belonging to the Army, Foreign and Political and Legis- 
lative Departments, the Keeper is lequired to make a reference to 
those Departments 

4 Government reseives to itself the right to refuse or to modify 
any application 

5 Inspection is allowed only m the Record Office itself 

6 Permission must be obtained to take copies and extracts and 
to make use of information gained fiom the records (Typed copies 
can be supplied by the Recoid Depaitment at the rate of 1 anna for 
50 words ) 

7 Any person who uses the records for purposes of historical 
research and publishes works based on those lecords is required to

8 Persons not wishing or being unable themselves to examine 
the records, should apply to the Keeper of the Records who will, if 
possible, arrange for the search to be undei taken, at the cost of the

9 A separate slip shall be cleaily written and signed by every
